1 . A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in the 
language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and useful 
process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same invention," in 
this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 
151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 114 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 
422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by canceling 
or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The filing of a 
terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

2. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of 
claims 1-16 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,082,500. This is a double patenting rejection. 

The claims are identical. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

4. Claims 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Harrison III et 
al (5642484). 

Harrison III et al teaches in figures 1-7, an advertisement display manager. 

A display and transceiver (figure la) of a gas pump is operated by the manager. 




A central service 12 compiles and transmits information from advertiser 20 and agency 16 to 
individual stores 1-4. Each store has a computer 10,1 1 for the reception of the information. 
Display(s) (figure 1a) (not labeled) are operated to receive and provide the information to users at 
each store. 

Claim 20. The data transmission at any of the point can be commercial line, satellite or otherwise as 

desired, col. 3 line 65 - col. 4. line 12. 

An elevator is considered environment of use. 
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If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a 
claim drawn to a process of making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as 
compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 
USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 
Whynacht, Hummert et al., Watanabe et al., Tsuji et al. f Yneda et al., and Hinderling are cited to 
illustrate similar information display managers.
